Also a new oak plank floor and painted the bridge. 
Cost $163.04. 


5. C.B.No.16. Wooden structure removed and 
replaced with a steel beam structure, 34 feet long, 
with cement abutments and cement floor, also filling 
in approaches and grading over Branch Creek, at a 
cost of $1325.43. Brant County to pay one-half cost. 


6. C. B. No. 18. We erected cement abutments 
under this bridge over Big Creek and filled in the ap- 
proaches and graded the road and put up a guard rail. 
Cost $1,125.00. 


7. CC. .B. No. 21. We are erecting a breakwater 
and filling in a washout at this bridge. We are also 
putting on a new plank floor on bridge over Venison 
Creek. The work is not yet completed. 


8. C. B. No. 6. We had this bridge painted at a 
cost of $9.00. Haldimand paid one-half cost. 


9. An Ingot Iron culvert was put in on the town- 
line between Houghton and Bayham, at a cost of 
$23.20. Also tile, plank, teaming and grading, at a 
total cost to Norfolk of $48.71, Bayham paying the 
same amount. 


10. A railing was put on a country bridge 
between Houghton and N. Walsingham, at a cost of 
$7.30. Several small sums heve been expended in 
making necessary repairs on other County bridges.

That the County of Norfolk shall be divided into 
two divisions for the purposes of Public School in- 
spection. 


That such divisions shall be known as Inspectorate 
North and Inspectorate South, of the said County 
and division shall be as follows, namely: 
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All those schools situated in the said County, and 
being North of the M. C. R. R. tracks shall be deemed 
Inspectorate North, of such County; while all schools 
being South of above mentioned tracks shall be 
deemed to compose Inspectorate South, for such 
Public School Inspection. 


Be it further enacted that T. W. Standing, B.A., be 
and he is hereby appointed Public School Inspector 
of Inspectorate North, of these Counties, such duties 
to commence September Ist, 1912. 


Be it further enacted that the salary and travelling 
expenses of the above mentioned Inspector be the 
amounts as agreed upon by the Joint Committees of 
the Counties of Norfolk and Brant, such division as ar- 
ranged being upon the basis of 78 per cent. to 22 per 
cent. of such officer’s salary. Brant County paying 
78 per cent. and Norfolk County paying 22 per cent. 
of such amount, and Norfolk County paying a further 
sum of Sixty-five dollars to defray such officer’s 
travelling expenses.
